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Sacramento College 

Sacramento College, located on Freeport Boulevard opposite 
William Land Park, was established in 1916. In the beginning 
it was a department of Sacramento High School. The first en¬ 
rollment was 45 students. After more than a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury, the college reached a peak enrollment of 3,362 students 
before Pearl Harbor. The institution grew steadily until its three 
segments — regular day classes, day adult classes, and eve¬ 
ning school—served a total of 10,748 people in 1941 when the 
United States entered World War II. The faculty, which num¬ 
bered 16 part time instructors in 1916, increased to 110 full time 
instructors. 

In January, 1922, the citizens of Sacramento voted to organ¬ 
ize a district junior college. The institution carried the name of 
Sacramento Junior College until the City Board of Education 
voted in 1944 to call it Sacramento College. 

The first president, the late Dr. Jeremiah B. Lilliard, was ap¬ 
pointed in 1923 and served until his retirement in 1940. Dr. 
Richard E. Rutledge, whose services were terminated by his 
untimely death in 1942, was the second president. He was suc¬ 
ceeded by Dr. Nicholas Ricciardi, the present head of the col¬ 
lege. 

Bonds were approved by the citizens of Sacramento for the 
purchase of sixty acres as a campus. In September, 1925, the 
first buildings were constructed. The college was transferred 
to the new campus in 1926. The first buildings were for admin¬ 
istration, class rooms, laboratories, and a gymnasium now used 
as a gymnasium for girls. Other structures were built as follows: 
1928, stadium; 1936, auditorium and fine arts, library, and men's 
gymnasium; 1938, the aeronautics building, cafeteria, and homo 
economics wings were added; 1941, the shop building was com¬ 
pleted. 

The work of Sacramento College is carried on at the main 
campus, the adult education center, Municipal Airport, and at 
affiliated institutions—Sacramento County Hospital and Mercy 
Hospital. 

At present the recently created Sacramento State College is 
also using the buildings and facilities of Sacramento College. 
A new era of progress and growth appears for one of Califor¬ 
nia's outstanding educational institutions.

HISTORY OF THC SSCSA 


With the Sacramento State College an actuality, there came the realization 
of the need for a student body organization. Early in the first school semester, 
a small group of progressove-minded students gave impetus to the movement, 
and this movement passed its first milestone with the meeting of prospective 
student body members at a luncheon at Casa Nello's. This get-together showed 
the wide-spread interest in the proposed organization, and so the actual form¬ 
ing of the SSCSA then became a cooperative effort on the part of a large body 
of students, faculty, and of our college president, Dr. West. 

The next step was the general election in which there was the splendid 
response with approximately 80% of the full-time students voting. The results 
of the election showed that we had selected the following students: President, 
Bill Briggs; vice president; Peter Schuh; secretary, Willie Jean Hughes; treasurer, 
Bob Cosans (who later resigned and was replaced by the appointed Ralph 
Andrews). To help with the large task at hand, these officers appointed sev¬ 
eral committees. The SSCSA now held official status, and all activities were 
pursued with great zeal, copies of the constitutions of various State Colleges 
were sent for, and with these as models, the writing of the constitution pro¬ 
ceeded; through the work of the public relations committee, the SSCSA was 
awarded fifteen minutes per week on a local radio station, KXOA, for a ques¬ 
tion and discussion program, the student activities committee was active also, 
and as a result of their work the state college student body sponsored an 
assembly for the combined student bodies of Sacramento College and 
Sacramento State College; an agreement was reached with the Sacramento 
College Student Association whereby state college students were to purchase 
Sacramento College student body cards and for each card sold to a state 
college student, a refund was given to the SSCSA; the Pioneer awarded the 
State college sixteen pages in their anual; there are many future plans and 
at this writing, the most immediate of these is the plan for a Junior Prom.

All in all the SSCSA has had a good beginning, and if its fine fortune to date 
is any indication, there will be a most bright future; more activities, teams, 
color and more excellent friends to be made. These few words are a picture 
of the birth, growth, and dreams of the SSCSA. Thy are not intended as a 
complete picture, but rather as a get-acquainted device—we hope that many 
who are not familiar with the SSCSA will have pleasant relations with it in the 
future.
